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Grade 1 entry

The controversial Grade 1 
entrance policy age in County 
of Mountain View schools will 
again be in the spotlight at this 
Wednesday's board of educa¬ 
tion meeting.

reached their sixth birthdays on 
or before Sept. 30. 

It was one of the earliest 
entrance age requirements of 
any jurisdiction in Alberta. 

And it sparked a sometimes 
bitter battle with parents, par¬ 
ticularly in Olds and Carstairs, 
who felt it was unacceptable 
because it excluded some 
children whom parents believ¬ 
ed were prepared to enter 
school. 

Because of this opposition, 
the board reinstated a so-called 
flex period from Sept. 30 to 
Dec. 31, during which period a 
child could be considered for 
school entry, depending on the 
readiness of the child as deter¬ 
mined by the principal and 
superintendent. 

Wednesday, the board will 
hear a motion to amend the en¬ 
trance age policy again, making 
the entrance date Dec. 31 with 
no flex period. 

According to the notice of 
motion, "many parents found 
the Sept. 30 date unacceptable 
because it was so different from 
the date of surrounding juris¬ 
dictions and because it exclud¬ 
ed students better prepared 
than some who were being ad¬ 
mitted." 

It goes on to say that the 
flex policy "has created a con¬ 
frontational environment with 
some parents who do not ac¬ 
cept the decision of the prin¬ 
cipal and his advisors that their 
flex-age child is not ready for

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Sentencing postponed

The unseasonal weather of 
me past tew weeks has put a 
crimp in Didsbury's street 
repair program. 

Engineers and soil test con¬ 
sultants are expected to present 
town council with a report on 
the situation at tonight's (Nov. 
5) meeting. 

Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer Mike Storey said winter¬ 
like conditions forced the con¬ 
tractor, Metro Paving of 
Calgary, to halt work before 
any asphalt could be put down. 

The engineers and soil 
testers are expected to tell 
council if they believe there is 
still enough time, with a week 


or so of good weather, to com¬ 
plete paving this fall. 

"Even if we have just a 
week of good weather, we 
might be able to complete the 
project," said Mr. Storey. 

Work has started at eight 
locations around town but 
without the application of 
asphalt, they've been left in 
rough condition. 

A decision had been made 
to go ahead with the work this 
fall based on the availability of 
provincial funding and the fine 
fall weather a year earlier. 

"When we had that record 
low (-23) the other night, it was 
16 above the same day last 
year," noted Mr. Storey. 


If paving can't be done in 
the next few weeks, it may have 
to be put over to spring, said 
Mr. Storey. 

If that happens steps may 
have to be taken to deal with 
some of the deep drops in the 
affected areas, he added. 

Earlier, a number of council 
members had expressed satis¬ 
faction with the work being 
done by the contractor, point¬ 
ing to the care in limiting heavy 
truckloads on town streets. 

Meanwhile, the wintry 
weather has not affected work 
on a $740,000 sewer line im¬ 
provement in southwest Dids- 
bury. Work began last week.

The chances of a federal prison for women being located in the 
County of Mountain View are probably remote at best.

County's prison stance challenged 


Dear E ditor: 

Re: County against women's 
prison (Review, Oct. 29). 

I have a concern about the 
guilt-by-association comments 
reportedly made by several 
County Council members as 
reasons for not wanting a 
women's prison. This kind of 
stereotyping needs to be chal¬ 
lenged 

Does anyone really know 
what effect the possible addition 
of the children of female 
prisoners might have in a school 
system? Have any studies been 
done? If not, then why the 
uninformed and biased guess¬ 
work? Let us hear the results of 
careful research on the topic 
before jumping to conclusions. 

My family has lived in two 
smaller communities with correc¬ 
tional facilities nearby. While 
there are always children with 
problems stemming from abusive 
or broken homes, I have yet to 


hear of a "negative impact in 
classrooms" specifically by the 
children of prisoners. 

If guesswork is permitted, 
let me add mine. My guess is that 
few families of female prisoners 
would be likely to move to our 
town, for simple economic 
reasons Also, those who might 
do so would likely avoid drawing 
unfavorable attention because of 
the stigma already felt with 
"Mom in jail." 

There may be valid reasons 
for not wanting a jail here, but 
the kind of comments cited in the 
article do not qualify, in my 
opinion. 

Since women's prisons seem 
to be necessary, it seems to me 
that placing them in small, stable 
communities like our might be 
the best possible choice for other 
than economic spin-offs For one 
thing, a staff of guards largely 
rooted here might be more 
helpful in the work of rehabilita¬ 


tion than one drawn from a large, 
impersonal city. Smaller schools 
with the kind of elite staff we 
have could also be in a better 
position to offer the caring help 
which troubled children need. As 
well, the local churches could 
provide various kinds of minis¬ 
tries, such as worship services, 
study groups, chaplaincy and 
visiting programs. 

Instead of viewing a prison 
as community contamination, we 
could accept it as a challenge and 
an opportunity to do good by 
working for the social, moral and 
spiritual redemption of prisoners 
and their families Would that 
not be "proclaiming release to 
the captives" in the best sense, 
according to the intention of 
Jesus? (Luke 4) And isn't that 
what "correctional" institutions 
are for?

This week, Nov. 4-10, is 
National 4-H Week across Cana¬ 
da 

In Alberta, this upcoming 
4-H year is going to be extra 
special. In 1992, 4-H will 
celebrate its 75th year in this 
province. So while you are 
thinking about 4-H this week, 
think ahead and plan to take in 
the celebrations of 4-H in 1992 

Seventy-four yeafs ago, in 
1917, Mr. W.J. Elliott foresaw 
the need to inform rural youth 
about agriculture and teach them 
the technologies of the day. It 
began in Olds and the young club 
members raised hogs that year. 
Mr Elliott was the Principal of 
the School of Agriculture in Olds 
and the previous year he had 
introduced the concept of agricul¬ 
ture education in a number of 
rural schools in Alberta 

In that first club year, the 
Bank of Commerce provided $30 
for each boy or girl to buy two 
small registered sows. In E.B 
Swindlehurst's 1967 book "4-H 
In Alberta" it is reported that: 

"The notes carried interest 
charges of 8 per cent, but 6 per 
cent of this was returned by the 
bank to provide prizes at the fall 
fair The arrangement was that 


around December 31,, 1917, the 
boy or girl should sell one of the 
sows and pay back the loan. But 
the bank was so pleased with the 
way the project developed that 
they decided to carry the notes 
over so that all who wished might 
retain both sows. 

"And Mr. Elliott was look¬ 
ing ahead. These clubs were to 
be no passing phase Boars were 
secured so that litters of pigs 
could be raised the following 
spring 'The boys and girls will 
thus be in a position to supply 
choice sows to other clubs that 
may be started during 1918,' he 
said. But in Mr. Elliott's 
estimation the main thing was 
that the boys and girls had 
received first class livestock of 
their own, and naturally they 
were both proud and happy. 
Managers of Bank of Commerce 
branches at Cranum and Stony 
Plain also became interested, and 
before the year was out pig clubs 
were flourishing in these districts 
as well 

"It was a great idea, and the 
Alberta Department of Agricul¬ 
ture thought so too In 1918, 
Deputy Minister H A Craig 
authorized Mr. Elliott to take in 
hand organization of pig clubs

The year is 1855. The 
country is Ireland In the city of 
Dublin there is a young man 
standing at the window of his 
apartment He is looking out into 
the fog that shrouds the city 
streets with a blue haze that is 
particular to that part of the 
world The bell in the steeple of 
St. Mary's church strikes nine 
o'clock in the evening. The young 
man's name is J oseph. He drums 
his fingers nervously on the 
windowsill. Tomorrow he is to be 
married to the love of his life. The 
silence of his room is broken as 
someone knocks on the door 
Opening the door, J oseph can tell 
from the ashen look on the face of 
his visitor that something is 
terrible, tragically wrong The 
friend tells him the shattering 
news that the young woman 
whom Joseph Scriven was to 
marry had drowned that after¬ 
noon. 

Weeks passed. Joseph, re¬ 
cently graduated from Trinity 
College in Dublin, grieved for the 
face and the voice and the hand 
of his love His grief turned to 
anger and resentment. He 
decided to leave Ireland, and, at 
the age of twenty-five, he sailed 


to Canada There, he settled at 
Port Hope, Ontario, where he 
taught school When the dark 
months of grief had been 
endured, Joseph Scriven came to 
some positive and definite 
resolutions. Some of these 
thoughts he set down in writing 
in the form of a poem. He mailed 
that poem back to his mother in 
Dublin to comfort her at a time 
when she had sorrow in her own 
life Joseph never dreamed that 
his little poem would be 
published and later gain world¬ 


wide use. In fact, it first appeared 
in print in 1865, 10 years after 
Joseph wrote it. The wonder of 
those simple words has made 
them well known and loved as a 
hymn we still love to sing Joseph 
Scriven wrote: 

"What a friend we have in 
J esus. 

All our sins and griefs to 
bear! 

What a privilege to carry 
Everything to Cod in 
prayer!"
